_ CHINESE CHAMBER. 


Much digsatisfaction has been 
expressed by fiinese’ house 
owners at the proposed new builld- 
ing ordinance, details of which 
were announced i in last Saturday's 

Gazette”, 

Briefly the position is this, “At 
present, one third of the area of a 
plot of land has to'be left for 
open spaces, this, it ds said, 
including the scavenging lane 
at the back. The proposal, accord- 
ing to Chinese. property-owners, 
js that in future,half of the area will 
have.to be allocated to the open 
back space in addition to a cutting 
off of about six feet for the 
scavenging lane. 

Seen this afternoon, a Chinese 
gentleman explained his point of 
view. To illustrate his. grievance, 
he pointed to a house built about 
fifteen years ago, with a strect 
frontage of about 16 fect. The 
depth of the ‘land he said was 
50 fect. As it stands now the 
house has about 17 feet for the 
open space. But if the house was 
to be pulled down and a new one 
erected in its place, he'said about 
six feet would be deducted for the 
scavenging lane at the back, leav- 
ing 44 feet. Half of this would be 
allotted to the open space, leaving 
22 feet. The kitchen, occupying 
about 6 or 7 feet would stand atan 
angle.to the house itself, leaving 
not more than 18 feet for the house 
proper. 

The interviewee referred to 
several blocks of Chinese tene- 
ments and houses which are now 
fairly old and will have to be 
|demolished in the near future. 
'Thesé were blocks in Fat Hing 
‘Street and Queen’s Roatl West be- 
low Possession Street. Another 
instance of blocks, lying back to 
back, were at Jervois Street and 
Queen’s Road'Central beyond the 
old Fire Statien. These houses 
only have a depth of about 30 feet 


and under the new ordinance would | 


have hardly any room for the house 
orshop itself. After taking away. 
afew feet for the scavenging lane 
and the back space there would 
only be about 12 feet left under a 
roof of tiles. Here the gentleman 
also pointed out the difficulty of 
putting in stairways to the upper 
floors, while dividing a floor into 
an office and sleeping room would, 
he said be almost impossible. 

Asked to state where the alleged 
hardship was, he said that when 
the Chinese first bought: this land, 
there was no mule that demanded 
jsuch a: big proportion for open 
spacesand that when the time 
came for the houses to be rebuilt 
the owners would have 
their actual living area ree 
duced. He said there would be no 
dissatisfaction over “new” land as 
the: purchasers would know the 
conditions. Aliso in less crowded 
districts, the house, would be’ 
dceper and ‘it would be easy to 
allocate a large proportion for open 
spaces.
